2. Citations and explanations 

Concerning Claims 1, 3-7 

Document 1 [JP, 1 1-17605, A (NEC CORPORATION), 22 January 1999 (22.01.99), full text. 
Figs. 1-6] describes a mobile communication radio base station device having a reception 
diversity function; the base station is equipped with a plurality of radio sections provided with 
receiving sections connected to the antennas of different sectors. 

Also, in the device described in document 1 the aforesaid antennas of different sectors and the 
receiving sections connected to those antennas are connected via an antenna sharing device, and 
the antennas and the aforesaid receiving sections connected via the aforesaid antenna sharing 
device are additionally connected via a distributor. 

Also, the device described in document 1 is equipped with a plurality of transceivers, so it 
appears to have a plurality of baseband signal processing sections used when sending and 
receiving. 

Also, in the technical field of radio communication, providing a plurality of sending sections 
and connecting the aforesaid plurality of sending sections to an antenna via a mixer is nothing 
more than commonly used art when adopting a multicarrier system. 

When using the device described in document 1 for a multicarrier system, providing a 
plurality of sending sections in each radio section as described in document 1 and connecting the 
aforesaid sending sections to antennas via a mixer and antenna sharing device would be obvious 
to a person skilled in the art. 
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
